Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  -who  shall  have  been 
elected  a Municipal  Councillor  or  3Iayor  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of  Two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  towards  the  Municipal  Bevenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  to  be  recoverable  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Jlunicipal  Council,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  aforesaid. 

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  resignation,  or  permanent  absence  for  the 
space  of  three  consecutive  calendar  months  from  the  3Iunicipality,  of  the  Jlayor  for  the  time 
being,  or  in  case  the  Jlayor  shall  decline  to  accept  office,  the  3Iuuicipal  Councillor  who  shall  be 
selected  by  the  3Iunicipal  Council  for  that  purpose,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  3Iunicipal 
Council,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers,  duties,  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities  and  responsibilities  which  the  3Iayor  would  have  had,  and  been  subject  to,  if  presiding, 
until  the  election  of  another  3Iayor  as  provided  for  by  “ The  31unicipality  Amendment  Act.

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  resignation,  or  permanent  absence  from  the 
Municipality  for  the  space  of  three  calendar  months,  of  any  one  or  more  Councillors,  or  in  case 
of  a 3Iunicipal  Councillor  filling  such  vacancy  in  the  office  of  3Iayor,  the  3Iayor  shall  by  writing 
call  on  the  lleturning  Officer  to  cause  some  duly  qualified  person  to  be  elected  in  the  stead  of  the

Previous  to  any  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Council,  other  than  adjourned  meetings,  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  intended  meeting  shall  be  given  three  days  at  least  before 
such  meeting,  by  fixing  a copy  of  the  said  notice  at  the  i^Iunicipal  Council  Chambers;  and  such 
notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  Jlayor,  who  shall  have  power  to  call  a meeting  of  the  Municipal 
Council  as  often  as  he  shall  think  proper. 

In  ease  the  Mayor  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  call  a meeting  within  three  days  after  a requisi- 
tion for  that  purpose,  signed  by  three  members  of  the  Municipal  Council  at  the  least,  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  three  members  to  call  a meeting  of  the 
Municipal  Council  by  giving  such  notice  as  is  hereinafter  declared  in  that  behall';  such  notice 
to  be  signed  by  the  said  three  members,  instead  of  the  3Iayor,  and  stating  therein  the  business 
piroposcd  to  be  transacted  at  such  meeting;  and,  in  every  case,  a summons  to  attend  the  l\Iuni- 
cipal  Council,  specifying  the  business  proposed  to  be  tramsacted  at  such  meeting,  signed  by  the 
Mayor  or  the  members,  as  the  ease  may  be,  shall  be  left  at  the  usual  places  of  abode  of  every 
member  of  the  .Municipal  Council,  or  at  the  premises  in  the  ^Municipality  whore  ho  residc.s,  three 
clear  days  at  least  before  such  meeting;  and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting 
other  than  the  busine.ss  which  is  specified  in  the  notice. 

The  5Iunicipal  Council  may,  out  of  their  own  body,  from  time  to  time  appoint  such  and  so 
many  Committees,  and  coiisi.sting  of  such  members  as  they  may  think  fit,  for  any  purpo.«es 
which,  in  the  diserction  of  the  Jlunicipal  Council,  would  he  better  regulated  and  managed  by 
means  of  such  Committees,  but  all  proceedings  of  such  Committees  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  ^Municipal  Council. 

J'lvery  By-Law  shall  be  passed  by  the  vote  or  resolution  of  a least  four  members  of  the 
3Iunicipal  Council,  and  at  a meeting  where  at  least  lour  members  of  the  .Municipal  Council 
shall  be  present. 

.\  copy  of  every  By-Law  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  ^Municipal  Council,  within  one  month  after  the  final  pa.ssagc  of  the  same,  signed  by  the  said 
Clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the  .Mayor  or  presiding  ^Municipal  Councillor,  and  sealed  with  the 
Corporate  seal. 

The  3Iayor  duly  elected  shall  be  designated  as  the  lMa3-or  of  Xanaimo,  and  his  powers,  privi- 
leges, and  duties,  .save  as  altered  b}'.  or  inconsistent  with,  these  Letters  Patent,  shall  bo  the 
same  as  those  ])rcscribed  by  “The  IMunicijialitj'  Act,  1872,’’  “The  ^Municipality  Act  Amend- 
ment Act,  lS7d,’’  and  “ The  31unicii)ality  Amendment  Act,  1874. 
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A t such  first  lucctiDg,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  tlic  Council  may  appoint  a Clerk, 
Trca.surcr,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  ofiicers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  -who  shall  hold 
oflSce  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remuneration  as  the  Council  may 
hy  By-Law  appoint.
